porter, "but I would not venture the ex- 
periment to bring that little with meagain 
for anything under the suii." 


Mr. Schultz is a merchant in the little 


Central American republic who came to 
the United Sta-tea to attend to some pri- 
vate matters that demanded his immediate 
presence. 


"Guatemala was as naar tbe verfte o{ 


starvation and utter baukrnptcy three 
weeks ago as nny state ever experienced. 
When I reached San Jose and was about 
to embark 1 heard that the passengers on 
board the Colima, a vessel that had sailed 
a few days before, had been searched for 
valuables, and that all coin, gold and sil- 
ver found on them had been confiscated 
by order of President Barillas. I secretly 
made up my mind that the Guatemalan 
government should not scoop in my riches. 
The financial condition of the country was 
such that Barillas had to issue such an or- 
der. The paper money wua worthless, and 
the credit, of the country of little good. 


"Every resource to keep up credit had 


failed, and it was only through sheer des- 
peration that the president made such an 
order. Well, I had my coins sewed up right 
on the soles of my shoes. There were eight 
or ten gold pieces and several dollar pieces. 
When the search was made upon me I only 
had n few copper coins. But the officers 
suspected 1 had hidden my money, and 
with that suspicion they subjected me to a 
rlpdd. examination. 1 had to pull off my 
shoes. Fortunately they did not touch 
them, else the weiRht of them would have 
given me away. For about ten minutes 
the cold perspiration Just trickled down 
nay forehead. What would they have dona 
had tlmy discovered the trick f I hate. 
really.to think of it. Cei$ain it is I should 
not, have been here today to tell you."

Experi- 
ments already made are said to indicate 
that th-e giuinljobo differs essentially from 
ramie, cotton and hemp in having the 
plant co\ eriug around the liber instead of 
mixed up and interlaced with it. This 
makes it, practicable to separate and re- 
move the bark by means of machinery. 
The plant grows luxuriantly with little 
care, ».nd produces a highly esteemed food 
In addition to tbe fiber.—Arkansaw Trav- 
eler.
